Mrs. Guy Dean of Uvalde was In 
Hondo Monday in the interest of a 
tri-county library plan and appeared 
before the

The plan is to unite Medina, Uvalde 
and Zavala counties in one organiza­ 
tion and have all three served by one 
“ book-mobile”.

I HU) of tin books would be rent free.

free library service.
